"Nothing," wa.'- 
his reply, "except that I would 
like to have you let me knoAi 
how I can arrange it for my half 
of the horse to stand in the stabl* 
while Col. Elliott's half is rac- 
ing.

That there was an absence of 
prejudice against the turf in its

Badly infected fields may have 
only a few healthy plants, but 
where the infestation is slight, it 
may be very difYicnlt to find the 
more or less isolated diseased 
olants scattered among the 
lealthy ones. More commonly 
patches or spots of diseased 
plants show up here and there 
without regard to the type or the 
condition of the soil. Most of 
the plants in these spots arc di- 
seased and stunted, thus giving a" 
harply defined margin to the 
area. In spots due to local un- 
favorable soil conditions, on the 
other hand, all the plant;; u>nally 
decrease in height rather gradu- 
ally from the erlge toward the 
center.
